Txere is one condition in the apparent 
progress of the Empire of China in the 
ways of Western science that must not 
be entirely left out of view. When any 
glimmer of advancement or of enlight- 
ened action makes its appearance, it is 
generally owing in gréat measuro to local 
circumstances,—the presence of a liberal- 
mindéd mandarin or of.an energetic offi- 
cer of the foreign Customs Service, per- 
haps the desirability of keeping up 
pro-fo:eign appearances, It may be re- 
membered that the improvements pro 
mised in Formosa aix years ago were 
made the subject not only of brilliant 
hopes for the future, but’ of powerful 
arguments in the then present.thet China 
was crowding her.elf into the civilized 
family of nations, We admit having 
been somewhat fervent in the expression 


of such anticipations out of the. realisa-. 


tion of which the final conquest of the 
obstructive Empire might ultimately be 
made possible, Subsequent events, how- 
ever, have but too rudely reminded us 
of the inexorable slowness of this pro- 
gressive policy, and for the fiftieth time 
the ardour of the advanced party has 
been lowered by the hard necessity of 
looking at actual facts. 

The ‘presence of a vigorous member of 
the Foreign Customs staff, whose conduct 
of affairs fortunately chimed in with the 
desires of the more enlightened native 
officials, gave fair hope that the great 
resources of ‘that Island would at least 
be revealed to native energy. Scientific 
mining was inaugurated, and the initia- 
tory proceedings of this scheme seemed 
to give the brightest promise. of ‘success. 
In the matter of coal mining, never did 
fortune smile more kindly than she did on 
the sinking of the trial ehaft in China. No 
hitch occurred whilst the shaft was being 
sunk at Keolung; and without meeting 
with any of the common obstacles—hard 
rock, unwelcome water, or foul air,—the 
coal. geam was reached at. the exact 
depth: the.Mining Engineer had calen- 
lated upon. . Things went-on smoothly, 
and a tramway was constructed for. the 
speedy transit of the coal from the pit- 
mouth to the shore; but for some time 
back little has. been heard of the further | 
success of this Project which at one time 
‘was 80. full of promise, It is therefore. 
desirable to inquire into the causes which 
have combined to. make this first’ scienti- 
fic mining scheme in China a costly and: 
lamentable failure, . Certainly ‘it cannot 
be. laid ‘at tha door of Commissioner H.

forward under the command of Lieute- 
nant Chesney, and Major Fitzhugh reg- 
pectively. Many of the enemy now were 
on the run, but fought obstinately where- 
ever the grouad favoured them; aud 
at one poin. ciarged the Goorkhas who 
came crowding on close at their 
heels. The Goorkhas met them with 
the bayonet and broke them, at once, 
Point after point was taken by our troops 
who had to crosa a series, of low ridges 
while the main high bridge waa held by

a good position flanking our left which 


was shelled, and the Pioneers and Goork-. 


has were then sent up. The enemy 
retreated pell mell, flying across an open 
madan towards the Chardeh illages, 
which could be seen lying in-front’a masa 
of vogetation, and foliage. Indikee was 
nearest .the village, and if the General 
had had cavalry with him the enemy 
could have been’ cut up by scores, 
As it was, & smart fire waa kept up 
by the. guns and Martinis, as long as the 
men were within range, and the Gatlings 
wore again usad, this time with good effect, 
General Baker here- halted for half an 
hour's breathing time, and signalled his 
success to Sir F. Roberts, The 72ud 
Highlanders, who had borae the brunt 
of the fighting, had 36 men put out 
of action. Twd companies of the Pionesra 
had gained the main-ridge meanwhile, the 
enemy still retreating, and now an advance 
wis made to right front towards the 
defile, General Baker now swung round 
his left flank, and facing eastward kep 
the ridge clear, firing at long ranges going 
on, but no furcher casualties “occurring. 
he work was most difficult, as the ground 
was very bad, and it. wus not until dark thar 
the last peak overlooking the defile was 
occupied. Here a juaction was effected 
with the 92ad Highlanders, while G-3rd 
Battery Royal Artillery had not been: idle, 
The 23¢d Pioneers and the bth P. 1. moved 
down into the plain beyond the pasa, while 
the 7Zod Highlanlers, the Goorkhas 
and mountain guns remaine: above throw- 
ing out strong picquets over the range of 
bills, . While this fight was going on Sgunsof 
G-3rd Batt-ry Royal artillery on the ox- 
treme right had comeinto action, shellingthe 
heights overlooking the defile and occasion- 
ally dropping a shell into the defile itself. 
‘The enemy were-here also 2,0U0 strong and 
had-13 guus io position, although they did 
not make much use vfithem, Ourguusmsde 
beantiful practice,and the Highlanders, ufter 
‘shelling had lasted some time, took three 
bills in succossion, all strongly-defended by 
sungars. No better form o -ulu have been 
shown by any soldiers than that in which 
the Highlanders weat up the hille~ the 
enemy waiting until they were almost 
within bayonet reach and then turning tail, 
Their finwl retroat was in great disorder, 
and their total loss must have been several 
hundreds, : ; :

A NEW EXODUS, 
(Japan Gazette.) 


Wo observe he beginaings of a Chinese 
exodus in a new ‘direction, by way 
Canton to the Sandwich Isla ds, About: 
1,00U able-bodied men are about leaving for 
Honolulu, which ia to be the centre of dis 
persion amongst other isles of the P cific 
Ocean, We are told that but few of the emi- 
prants are northern men; moat of them come 
from the provinces of Kwangtung and Fob- 
kien, and the residue from Chekiang. A 
more conyenient point of departure would 
be Hongkong, but Governor Hennessy for 
some reason or uareason, virtually forbade 
the use of Hongkong harbour. Yet the 
emigration is purfeotly free, and has the 
sanction and even encouragement of Sten- 
pao chen and Li, both of whom strenuously 
opposed the coolie traffic with Havannab 
and Callao. The seekers after fortune will 
therefore be brought from Amoy, Foochow, 
and Ningpo to Canton, and then will ba 
f rwarded to their deatination, At present 
immigration into Oalifornia is repelled by 
the people of San Francisco, who threaten 
to resiat by force any further influx of the 
“ Mongols,” a8 the Chinese sre termed by 
| the rowdy communists of the ‘* sand lots,” 
In. Australia, too’the residenta are, for 
reasons quite different to those held in 
California, also averéa to any increase of 
Chincso population, the reason for the 
dislike being that the ‘immigrants are 
mostly recruited from the piratical aud 
vavabond classes of southera China, whose 
icflux into the thinly peopled Australian 
lands hag:-become an intolerable evil, The 
Chinese who.are now leaving for Honolulu 
are in nearly all casea either drtigans or 
agriculturists, A. power of selection has 
been exercised ; the emizrants are all ablo- 
b died, and most of them take some small 
means to their now homes, = 

The. emigration from China during the 
last thirty years had ‘ite rise in the over- 
population of the two Kwangs and the 
Minche-provinces, whose deteriorated and, 
in some parts, exhauated soils are no longer 
able to support the teeming millions of 
people, notwithstanding the frightful ex- 
penditore of life in the wars, famines and 
tebellions, In. other parts of China a si- 
milar exodus is proceeding, The. men of 
Shensi and Shause are going to the: grassy 
lands of Mongolia, and to the reconquered 
countries of Kashgar; and Manchuria has 
had a large influk from Shantung during 
the last unhappy four yeara, The Empire 
is, however, vast, aud 16 fertile areas aro 
atill enormous, but the faot remains that 
immenee tracts have become as sterile as 
the desorta of Central Asia, and tho: pro- 
dustive power of the districts that yet are 
fertile has fallen off. Droughts are more 
frequent than in previous oyoles, the forests 
have almost disappeared, wood is beooming 
every yoar more scarce and of poorer qua- 
lity, aud the fields under cultivation require 
mare manure thun horetofore. The teas, 
for instavee, are not 10 goud’ as they were 
in years paat,-and some kinds ouce fine, 
such as Bobea and Souchong, have become 
almoat value ess, The fruits too are, it is 
admitted, deteriorating in quality yoar after 
year. All phymo.l fsets point to the con- 
clusion that a large yearly «migration has 
become nece-sity ‘to Ohina, and the 
struggle for existence, already nevero, 
will increate. and become the impul- 
sion for a vast and increasing exodus 
of the ‘black haired peoples. The 
reason for the distresses which have 
fal'en on the empire can be easily giv.n.. 
Asis the case with British India the tere. 
ritory has gradually lost its fertility in con- 
sequence of the incessant and now almiost 
complete destruction of forests. ‘The pro- 
vinces of China were fertile until the woods 
were ent down, but with the debsisment 
came aridity and sterility. In India the 
precious forests have been cat down, and

OHINESE CRIMINAL LAW, 

Sir Benson Maxwell writes to The Times:— 
Before the horror excited by your accounton 
Saturday of a Chinese punishment and of 
the “searching interrogation” of. Chinese 

rodedure—that is, torture, which is ha- 
Fitually inflicted to extort a confesslon— 
dios away and the subject is forgotten, allow 
me to mention a fact which ought mot to 
diminish i, It ig that we are in the habit 
of giving up to the Government which 
practicos such abominations any of its 
aubjects charged with any crime against its 
laws who may fly for refuge to British ter- 
ritory. We bound ourselves to thia by the’ 
Treaty of Tientsin twenty-one ‘years ago. 
Parliament unquestionably never gave, and 
never would have given, the Hxecutive tho 
powers to carry out such an engagement, 
But the sanction of Parliament was not 
necessary. It is to Hongkong that the 
refugees fly, and the ordinances of Hong- 
kong give the requisite powers to the lucal 
executive, who give the treaty practical 
effect, How many wretches have been 
delivered by English authorities to the 
searching interrogations and unutterable 
punishment of Chinese tribunals. £ do not 
know ; but I gathered lately in. conversa ' 
(ion with a gentleman who was for some 
years in our colony that the treaty:is by 
no meansa dead letter —Mr William Laird- 
Clowes writes as followa:—In The.

The Post Office is not, by law, responsible 
for any loss or inconvenienca—winch-may 
arise frum the non-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mis-delivery of any letter, book, or other 
postal packet (vven if the ‘packet be re- 
gistered), nor is the Post Office responsible 
for any wjury whith a packet may sustain 
during its transmission, : 

Yo guard against such injury all postal 
packets which are likely. to suffer from 
stamping or from great pressure should be 


--placed in ‘strong covers; and even with this 


precaution no fragile. article should be sent 
through the Post. 1t should be remembered 
that every packet bas to be handled several 
times; that it is exposed to cousiderable 
pressure aud friction in the mail bag ; and 
that, whonever the bag has in the course of 
ita transmission to be transferred by means 
of the railway apparatus, the risk of injury 
is much increased, a 

No information can bo given respecting 
letters which pass through a Poat Office 
except to the persons to whom they are 
addressed ; and in no other way is official 
information of a private character allowed 
to ba made public, A’ Postmaster may, 
however, give an addross if he has no reason 
to believe that the person whose address it 
is would disapprove of his doing s0. + 
° Postmasters are not allowéd to return any 
lotter or other packet to the writer or sender, 
or to any one elae, or to delay forwarding 
it to its destination according to the address, 
even though a request to such effect be 
written thereon. 3 . 

Poatmasters-are not bound to give change, 
nor are they authorised to demand change ; 
and when money ‘is paid at a Post Oflice, 
whether as cuange or otherwise, 00 qu:etion 
as to its mght amcunt, goodness, or weight 
can be entertained after it has been removed 
from the counter. : 

Postmasters aro not bound to weigh any 
letters or other packets for the public, but 
they may do so if their duty be not thereby 
impeded, 


The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the Kast and West indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such as is specially prepared), is 
attended with much inconvenience, and 
frequentiy wi h serious injury, not only to 
the Jetters so'sealed but to thé other letters 
in the mail, trom the melting of the wax and. 
adhesion of the letters to exch other, The 
public are therefore recommended, in all 
uci cases, to use either wafers or gum, and 
to adviee their correspondenis it. the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same. 


The registration of 8 packet makes its 
trausmission much more secure, inaimuch 
as, under ordinary circumstances, a regis: 
tered packet can be traced through its.whole 
course ; and thus the loss of a registered 
packet iaa very rare occurrence. Neverthe- 
Jess Jarge sums of money or other articles 
of great value should not be sent through 
the post, even if the packet be registered; as 
the machinery of the Department is not 
arranged with @ view to Buch transmission, 
By law, the Pust Ultice’ is not re ponsible 
for the sufe delivery of registered packets ;

Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Letter. 


The following Regulations as to the 
Indemnity to be paid in: certain: cases op 
tho loss of Kegietered correspondence ‘have 
been made by His Excellency. the Governor, 
under Ordinance 10 of 1876, Section XL. 

The Post Office ia not legally responsible 
for ths aafe delivery of Registered -corres- 
pondence, but heuceforth 1t will be pre- 
pared to maks good the contents of. such 
correspondence Jost while passing throngh 
tho Pust, to the extent of $10, in cortain 
cages, provided :— 

1. ‘that the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require, 

2 That the letter was accurely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope, 

3. ‘That application was made to the 
Postmaster uencral of Hongkong im- 
mediately tho loss was discovered, the 
envelope being invariably forwarded with 
such application unless it also is lost, ©. 

4, ‘Lhat the Postmaster Genoral. is satia- 
fied that the loss occurred whilst the corres- 
pordence was in the custody of the British 
Postal administration in China, that it was 
not caused by any fault on. the part of the 
sender, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disho..esty or negligence of any 
peraon not in the employment of the 
Hongkong Post Office. 

5. No compensation oan be paid for mere 
damage to fragile articles such as portialts, 
watches, handsomely bound books, dc., 
which reach their destination, .alchough in 
abroken or doteriorated condition,
